TO WOMEN? 


Looks for 
Ratification. 


Jackson, Miss., March 30.—Following- 


ratification of the federal suffrage 
amendment by the Mississippi senate 
today, supporters of the measure began 
telephoning and telegraphing absentee 
members of the house to return im- 
mediately in preparation for the fight 
there. | 

Action by the senate came as a sur- 
prise, in view of the adverse vote pre- 
viously taken. The vote today was 
made affirmative only by the ballot 
of Lieut. Gov. Casteel after the senators 
present had tied on the question. A 
number of senators were absent and 
it was supposed the suffrage issue 
wes settled, especially in view of the 
expiration of the session Saturday. 

Predict House Will Follow. 

Predictions that the house would 
act favorably on the ratification res- 
olution were made freely. A bill al- 
ready has been enacted permitting 
women to vote in primary and general 
elections, in event the amendment be- 
comes effective, ratification by only one 
more state being required. 

Mississippi was the first state to 
ratify the federal prohibition amend- 
ment and many of the legislators who 
organized the campaign in favor of 
that amendment are prominent in the 
movement to ratify this one. 

The vote that adopted the resolution 
in the senate today was 23 to 22. The 
total membership of the senate is 49 
and of the hoyse 140. 

Gov Russell Its Friend. 

Gov. Lee M. Russell stated tonight 
that he believed the Mississippi legis- 
lature would ratify the woman suf- 
frage amendment to the federal con- 
stitution before it adjourned Saturday 
night. 

“It is my intention to go before 
the house in the morning,’’ Gov Rus- 
sell said, “and ask that body to re- 
verse its former action and ratify 
the amendment. Mississippi has al- 
Ways been a Democratic state and 
stood by the Democratic party, and 
now that the ratification of the amend- 
ment is hinging on the action of Dela- 
ware, a Republican state, I believe 
Mississippi will come to the rescue and 
do her duty. 

“I do not think there will be neces, 
sity for an extension of the session, 
as I believe after a little heart to 
heart talk the house will ratify the 
resolution without much delay.” 

Stirs Excitement at Dover. 

Dover, Del., March 30.—[Special.]— 
Excitement ran high at Delaware's 
capitol today when it was learned that 
the senate of Mississippi had ratified the 
suffrage amendment. 

At a meeting of the Republican mem- 
bers of both senate and house T. 
Coleman Dupont, national commit- 
teeman of the Republican party, 
urged them to vote for ratification. Rep- 
resentatives Lloyd and Lord, however, 
declared afterward there had been no 
change in the situation and that they 
would “stand pat.” | 

Fight Against Suffrage. 

Annapolis, Md., March 30.—By a vote 
of 20 to 7, the Maryland senate today 
authorized the attorney general to take 
legal action to prevent the proclama- 
tion of the success of the woman's 
suffrage amendment until after the de- 
cision of the legal question as to wheth- 
er ratification was complete in certain 
states without referendum, as provided 
in the constitutions of these states.

Figures showing that the average 
wage of city hall clerks now on strike

The figures are contained in 
the report on the $10,000 wage survey 
conducted by the finance committee ef- 
ficiency staft at the behest of the com- 
mittee on efficiency, economy, and re- 
habilitation. Five men were occupied 
tnree months in gathering the facts for 
comparison. 


Compared with Thirteen Pay Rolls. 


On a pledge of secrecy, the pay rolis 
of thirteen large mercantile houses, 
banks, railroad offices, manufacturers, 
public utilities and construction com- 
panies weré made available to the effi- 
ciency experts. The identity of the 
corporations was therefore lacking in 
the report. 

In eight out of eleven positions 
classed on city hall pay rolls as clerks 
of one grade or another, the municipal 
Wage exceeds that of the corporation, 
even after an average weekly increase 
of $2 is added to the private payrolls 
to provide for increases since the com- 
pletion of the original survey. 

The report points out that despite 
the fact that the average city hall 
working week is thirty-eight hours, 
compared with that of forty-four hours 
in the corporations, and the city hall 
clerk has twelve holidays annually to 
six for the business clerk, the position 
of the latter is more desirable because 
of opportunity for advancement, and 
in some cases payment of overtime, 
bonus systems, ability to buy at’ dis- 
counts, free medical service and free 
life insurance. 


¢ The Cold Figures. 


According to Maj. James Miles, effi- 
ciency expert for the finance commit- 
tee, the survey was ordered more than 
a year ago. The research work was 
done during the months of September, 
October and November, 1919. 


Corporation Pay Rolls Increase. 


Before the work on the tables was 
completed, however, it was found that 
the pay rolls of private corporations 
had increased, while the city pay rolls 
had remained level A second inquiry 
led to the conclusion that the average 
increase of business clerks had been 
about $2 a week. This figure was 
submitted by W. R. Matheny, effi- 
ciency expert, who drew the tables. 

A subcommittee on employment and 
compensation of the committee on 
efficiency, economy and rehabilitation, 
headed by Ald. Earl J. Walker, ar- 
rived at the identical conclusion, and 
on March 8 rendered a report to the 
same effect.

large reduction in the treasury depart- 
ment, which has 38,000 empolyés in 
Washington, compared with 29,342 
when the armistice was declared and 
8,285. before the war. 


War Risk Bureau “ Trims.” 


The principal cut in the treasury de- 
partment will be in the war risk bu- 
reau, which now numbers 9,000 em- 
ployés. There were 14,000 employés 
in the bureau when Director Cholme- 
ley-Jones took charge. He began weed- 
ing out the superfluous employés and 
installing labor saving devices, and he 
now contemplates reducing the force 
to 7,000 within the next two months. 

In taking this step the administra- 
tion is qnly forestalling to some extent 
the action it will be compelled to take 
after JuSy 1. It has been able to re- 
tain the vast civilian war force on the 


‘pay roll because the appropriations for 
this fiscal year ‘were put through in the 
‘main by the last Democratic congress. 


The Republican congress, which con- 
vened last May, did not have time to 


scrutinize the pay rolls and the exact 


needs of the department before the 
current fiscal year began July 1, 1919. 


Forced by Budget Slice. 


In making the appropriations for the 
next fiscal year, however, congress has 
been eslashing the departmental 
budgets to the bone. The curtailment 
of funds allowed for the next fiscal 
year will require the dismissal of more 
than the 10,000 clerks the administra- 
tion has ordered eliminated before July 
1. If the administration should not 
dismiss them now it would be com- 
pelled to do so in July. :

Revision of the reparations terms of 
the treaty. enlargement of the army, 
and rectification of-the frontier are 
the three principal points the authori- 
ties in Germany want changed. They 
insist that an army of 100,000 provided 
in the treaty is insufficient to maintain 
order and they are seeking to prove it 
by the present example of bolshevism 
in Westphalia. As a matter of fact, 
Gen. Von Watter has 25,000 Reichwehr 
opposite the Reds and could walk 
through them at will if ordered. 

The government secretly is inciting 
the Westphalian Reds about the’rep- 
arations clauses which demand large 
shipmnts of German coal to France and 
also hold up hopes that Malmedy, 
which was given to Belgium by the 
treaty, should revert to Germany. 

The Paris Bolsheviks are falling into 
the trap of treaty revision by insisting 
on maintaining arms, if the armistice 
is signed, on the ground the rechswehr 
would rush in, establish a white terror, 
and massacre them.

COOK COUNTY’S SHARE OF GOOD 
ROADS. 

Owners of motor propelled vehicles in Cook 
county and Chicago paid more than one-third of 
the state automobile license fund last year. 

In mapping the construction work to be done 
under the $60,000,000 state bond issue, entirely 
financed by car, truck, and motorcycle owners 
thro igh imereased license fees, did Cook county 
lave onethird of the good roads program allotted 
to it? It did not. 

The state authorities have practically abandoned 
the idea of awarding any further contracts this 
year for road construction work. In the last few 
weeks an investigation was undertaken to ascer- 
tain if Cook county was getting a “ square deal” 
in -the matter of how anuch road construction 
work the county would get out of the bond issue. 

Last year Cook county car, truck, and motor- 
cycle owners paid $1,050,777.96 into the state license 
fun, whith is used for road construction work. 
This was paid by 150,111 machine ners, an aver- 
age of.$7 each. This .year the license fees went up 
e@bout 60 per cent. 

In the $60,000,000 program Cook county was 
allotted but 150 miles of road construction work 
by the state authorities. However, the program is 
not final and is subject to many changes, but the 
estimate was made on the maps distributed by the 


gtate at the time the voters were asked to approve 


- the issuance of the bonds and the increasing of 


license fees. 

La Salle county paid $66,381.25 last year in 
license fees, from 9,454 machine owners. Yet, it 
was given an allowance of 160 miles of new roads. 
Iroquois county paid $39,255.51 in license fees, from 
5.608 machine owners, and was awarded 108 miles 
of new road. . 

McLean county paid $65,213.65 from 9,316 owners, 
but it was picked out for 160 miles of road work. 

To have a state-wide system of good roads there’ 
is no denying that the downstate counties shouid 
not be treated in a miserly way. There is no use 
bragging about a state-wide system of good roads 
and having a motorist follow a good road for 
miles through thickly populated and large coun- 
ties only to be confronted with knee deep mud 
roads in the smaller counties. 

However, Cook county motorists feel that as long 
as they contribute one-third of the cost of financ- 


ing the $60,000,000 program, the section they live 


in should be treated a bit more liberally in the 
matter of total mileage The machine owners 
don’t appear to want to interfere in any way with 
any state road program, but they do think that 
Cook county should have a bit more of mileage 
from the state authorities. 

At the end of last year there were 575 miles of 
hard road contracted for by the state authorities. 
A total of 168 miles of road work was completed 
during 1919, leaving 407 miles to be completed this 
year, if no further contracts are awarded for the | 
balanee of 1920. This year less than fifty miles o 
roa@ has been contracted for, so far. : | 


THE FARMERS LOSE. 

-eceipts of cattle at the Chicago Union Stock- 
gards, which usually average 19,000 head va, 
Monday morning, were reduced to 1,500 head this 
week by the strike of the Live Stock Handlers’ 
@Wnion. Hog receipts were cut from an average of 
45.000 to 2,000, and sheep from 15,000 to 8,000. 

This means a serious loss to the farmers and 
eventually to the consumer. 

Commercial stock raising has reached a point of 
efliciency where the farmer brings his product to 
its highest point of perfection before putting it on 
the market. Steers and hogs are fattened to ¢a- 
pacity and promptly sold. If not sold immediately 
they must be fed further at a loss. Such interrup- 
tions as the present mean that the steer prepared 
for market last week must continue to eat at the 
farmer's expense with little gain in value. When 
the animal is sold it will be at a loss amounting 
approximately to the value of the extra feed con- 
sumed. 

Such expense handicaps the live stock industry, . 
and if repeated or extended will discourage some 
growers. The public will suffer by increased prices 
when this discouragement curtails the output of 
live stock on the farms. 

O. T. Henkle, general manager of the Union 
Stock Yard Transit company, is quoted as saying 
the handlers are striking in violation of their agree- 
ment of last June to settle all differences before 
Judge Alschuler as‘ arbitrator. Arbitration, with 
continuation of work in the meantime, would have 
prevented a wholly wasteful loss of thousands of 
dollars to the farmers. Without it, the strikers 


can hardly expect to have the sympathy of the 
publie. 


ONE WAY UP FOR LIBERTY BONDS. 
A letter from Harrison B. Riley, president of the 
Chieago Title and Trust company, appearing in 
the Voice of the People, points out a simple legal 
provision for restoration of value of Liberty bonds. 
fhe provision is that the bonds are issued sub- 
ject to any law which may hereafter / be passed 
y congress in respect to taxation. Mr. Riley sees 
this a danger in case cor.gress should at some 
ime deem it advisable to levy a capital tax upon 
them. But at the same time it provides a method 
whereby the bonds may be stabilized by tax exemp- 
tien. | 
The purpose of such proposed exemption, of 
course, is to make the bonds more attractive to 
irivestore. The demand then, It ts believed, would 
raige their value appreciably. It might warrant 
refunding with long term bonds at a lower rate 
of interest, saving the government money and at 
the same time improving the price of origina! 
issues at a relatively higher rate.

RESIGNATIONS OF ARMY OFFICERS. 
{From the Army and Navy Journal.] 
Resignations of regular army officers have settled 
down to a steady rate of about one per cent a week. 
Up to Feb. 12 twenty-two per cent of the officers in 
the service on Nov. 11, 1918, had resigned, or aj 
total of 2,286, of which 618 were permanent and “1,668 
provisional. In the week ended Feb. 12 eighteen ‘of 
the twenty-two officers who resigned were permanest, 
three in the grade of captain, thirteen first lieuten- 
ants, two second HMeutenants and four provisional 
first lieutenants. If this percentage of resignations 
lis maintained, and it is predicted in army circles 
‘that if legislation granting increased pay is much 
‘longer held in abeyance by congress the rate may 
Increase, it is easy to demonstrate by figures that 
no regular officers would remain in the army by 
August, 1921. To date thirty-eight per cent of the 
resignations are accredited to the infantry. The 
coast artillery has lost eighteen per cent, the field 
artillery thirteen, and the staff corps and departments 
sixteen. It has been stated on authority of officers 
in Washington who, because of their duties, come 
into close contact with the commissioned personnel 
of the army, that only an enduring hope of relief 
through legislation is holding more than 1,000 regular 
officers in the service which they love and from which 
they feel they must part if their distress is not soon 


one-third of the relief admittedly required to equalize 
pay with the increased cost of living as figured by 
the experts, and yet even this is delayed. 

From a navy authority we have an estimate that 
more than 1,000 resignations will be handed to Secre- 
tary Daniels if the pay increase bill fails, and that the 
secretary will be compelled By circumstances and a 
disheartened and dissatisfied condition among the 
commissioned personnel to relax his rule against 
accepting resignations from officers of less than eight 
years’ service in the navy. 7 

These statements are no exaggeration and they have 
been impressed upon the minds of the members of 
the military and naval committees of congress, as 
yet without effect. When the combatant arms of the 
reguiar service lost 1,927 officers in little more than 
a year through resignations the precarious situation 
with reference to the nation’s preparedness demands 
serious and immediate attention with a view of abat- 
ing it. They are our best trained, most efficient om- 
cers, whose equipment and ability needs no other 
commendation than that they go into civilian pursuits 
and command remuneration for their services greatly 
in excess of what the country pays them in the army. 
And most regrettable of all is the fact that ali but 
about five per cent of these officers are forever lost 
to the army, since only that small percentage- denotes 
the aqrepiances ef commissions in the officers’ reserve 
corps. It would appear wholly probable that no 
nation on the side of the allied powers in the world 
war has so neglected its officers who fought the great 
fight to a victorious conclusion, and that only in the 
armies of the vanquished could there be found an} 
analogous situation. Surely the people of the United 
States would, if they realized the condition, urge their 
representatives in congress to make haste in granting

2. Children who inherit nervous instabil- 
ity should live on a diet in which there) is 
very little meat and eggs. It is 1 - im- 
portant that they be trained in equ. 
poise, calm, and nerve control. You might 
read Drummond's “ The Child, His Nature 
and Nurture.’

POLICY AS TO LIBERTY BONDS. © 

Chicago, March 80.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Permit me to offer the fol- 
lowing suggestions, inspired by editorials 
in Tue TrrsBUN® on the falling prices of 
United States war bonds: La 
1. These issues of government bonds 
have been widely scattered among per- 
sons unfamiliar with finance, ‘were 
bought under patriotic pressure, are held 
-by people easily excited, and a whole- 
sale dumping of bonds would tiin- 
doubtedly occur if the depreciation in 
price continues. 
2. These bonds are, unlike former issues 
of government bonds, subject to taxation 
under the surtax provisions of the law. 
necessarily, eliminates from the 
market that large body of purchasers of 
securities which might be relied upon to 
steady the market and form a balance 
between supply and demand, and, of 
course, where there are more sellers 
than purchasers the tendency of the mar- 
ket must inevitably be downward. 
8. This body of large purchasers has 
been driven to investments in state and 
municipal securities which are tax ex- 
empt under the federal income tax and 
in practically all cases, either legally or 
in practice, exempt from local taxation. 
This gives a standing in the market to 
municipal bonds entirely out of propor- 
tion to their worth as compared with 
the undertakings of the nation. 
| 4. A still more dangerous provision of 
the law is that the bonds are issued sub- 
ject to any law which may hereafter be 
passed by congress in respect to taxa- 
tion. 
This extraordinary provision of law, 
by which the debtor reserves the right 
to defeat its promise to pay to the lender, 
was inserted in anticipation of the time 
when it might be necessary, because of 
the long continuance of the war and the 
accumulation of an impossible debt, to 
resort to a capital tax upon the bonds to 
relieve the nation from the burden of 
paying :ts debt. 
This, of course, was a polite way of re- 
serving the right to repudiate the obliiga- 
tions of the United States, and could only 
be justified by the uncertainty in respect 
to the duration-of the war existing at 
the time of the passage of the various 
laws. 
In times of peace this provision is un- 
justifiable, immoral, and so dangerous to 
investors who take legal advice upon 
their investmefits that they carefully 
avoid the purchase of the securities, even 
at the present prices. ‘ 
Of course, we hope that all wars have 
ceased, but as there remains a posaibil- 
ity that war and the disturbance arising 
from it will, in turn, breed new wars to 
which we may be a party, a speculative 
condition is introduced into the subject 
entirely foreign heretofore to United 
States government securities. 3 
5. Of course, the government competes 
for the favor of large investors with the 
large corporations, who have discovered 
that they can pay interest at such a high 
rate ss te enable tho invester to ney his 


upon his investment, the excessive inter- 
est charge, of course, forming a cost of 
operation or production of merchandise, 
and, being added to the cost, is paesed 
on to the ultimate consumer. | ; 
6. The remedy for the gituation, which, 
in my judgment, must be remedied, is 
extremely simple. 

Congress should, as the first step in the 
reduction of taxes, remove all uncertainty 
as to the net rate of return which the . 
investor will be sure to obtain and make 
such reductions Im the surtaxes on in- 
comes derived from government securi- 
ties as will place such securities on en 
equal leve! with the bonds of various 
municipalities, looking forward to the 
time when government bonds of the prea 
ent issue shall enjoy the same favor that 
pre-wer issues have long enjoyed.

Albany, N. Y., March 30.—“* Guilty,” 
was the verdict rendered in the assem- 
bly today by a majority of the judiciary 
committee in the case of the five So- 
cialist members suspended on the open- 
ing day of the 1920 legislative session 
on charges of disloyalty. 

Indications were overwhelming to- 
night that the Gecision of the majority 
of the committee would be upheld by 
the assembly as a whole and that the’ 
recommendations in the majority re-' 
port that the Socialists’ seats be de- 
clared vacant would be adopted. The 
size of the majority favoring these, 
propositions was the only disputed sub- 
ject tonight. It was reported that at 
least ninety votes, and, possibly, more 
than 100, would be cast for the expul- 
sion of the Socialists. 

Majority Leader Simon L. Adler and 
Assemblyman Theodore Roosevelt let 
it be known today that they would 
oppose the unseating of the Socialists. 

Action on the committee’s report was 
made a special order for tomorrow. 
It is expected that the entire day will 
be given over to oratory and argument 
and that so many members will want 
to be heard that a vote can not be 
reached before Thursday. It is known 
that the leaders of the expulsion fac- 
tion favor deferring a vote until Thurs- 
day,’ in as much as under the law the 
governor can not call a special election 
to fill a vacancy occurring inthe legis- 
lature after the last day of March un- 
less an extraordinary session of the 
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prerogative of calling a special electicn 
in each of tho five districts that elected 
a Socialist assemblyman last Novem- 
ber. 

' The proceedings in connection with 
the transmission of the majority re- 
port of the judiciary committee were 
prosaic. As soon as the order of “re 
ports from standing committees”’ was 
reached, Chairman Louis M. Martin 
of the committee presented the major- 
ity report, together with “dissenting 
opinions” filed by six of the thirteen 
committeemen.

There 
will be a large service kitchen, dining 
room, laundry, and a number of sew- 
ing rooms.

Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Simplification of Liberty bond 
tax exemptions along the lines recom- 
mended by Secretary of the Treasury 
Houston is provided in a bill intro- 
duced in the house today by Repre- 
sentative Hull’of Tennessee, Democrat, 
,2 meniber of the Ways and means com- 
mittee. The bill is designed to aid 
somewhat in stabilizing the bond mar- 
ket, but its purpose chiefly is to make 
the keeping of record and making of, 
tax returns less complicated. 


Would Not Decrease Revenue. 


“The bill would not decrease the 
revenues to any appreciable extent,” 
said Representative Hull. “It would 
serve chiefly to simplify procedure. I 
suppose it might help to stabilize the 
market somewhat, but I doubt if it 
would do mugh in that direction, as it 
does not repeal tax exemptions to any 
great extent.” 

The bill provides that, in addition to 
the exemptions provided in section 7 
of the second Liberty bond act and in 
subdivision 3 of section 1 of the sup- 
plement to the same act, 4 per.cent and 
4% per cent Liberty bonds shall be 
exempt from graduated surtaxes and 
excess profits and war profits taxes 
now or hereafter imposed upon in the 
income or profits of individuals, part- 
nerships, associations, or corporations 
to certain specified degrees. : 


$125,000 Exempt for Two Years. 


These exemptions shall appiy in re- 
spect to the interest on an aggregate 
principal amcunt of $125,000 after Jan. 
1, 1920, and until the expiration of two 
years after the official termination of 
the war. Thereafter for the following 
three years the exemptions shall apply 
as to $50,000 aggregate principal 
amount. 

The bill provides that these exemp- 
tions are not subject to the conditions 
and limitations respectively imposed in 
eubdivision’.1 and + of section 1 of the 
supplement to the second Liberty bond 
act and in section 2 of the Victory Lib- 
erty loan act.
